“We hope to raise enough to 
Support the effort,” explained 
Fujioka. “It (the fundraiser) also 
helps to heighten the awatreness of 
the community. There are two good

Fujioka, a public defender, stressed.

Paper Angeljs: Gok and Flower 
Drum Somng's Plotkin Disagree 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The 
controversyY _ SUrrounding Fower 
Dr 9o1g continues to Simmer. 
The publicity director of Paper 
Angels Productions has sent a letter 
to the producer of Fower ru1m， 
denouncing the play. 

“Fiower Dr ,So1g Tepresents 
the worst type of racist stereotyping 
of Asian Americans,”wrote Forrest 
Gok of Paper Angels.“The play 
panders to those who accept 
outdated and insulting ethnic images 
and is an unfortunate choice of 
material to be produced in SF where 
there is such a large Asian 
population. 

ERROR 

“It is a momentous error i 
judgment for you to promote this 
anachronism ,” Gok charged. 
“While we accept your right to 
produce works of your own 
choosing，wWe，as members of the 
Asian American- and theater 
communities, cannot Support you in 
this undertaking.2” 

The letter was_ Sent to David 
Plotkin，general .director of the SF 
Musical Stage and producer of the 
controversial play. Plotkin insisted 
that the racist aspects ofthe playhad 
been dropped and wondered whether 
Gok was aware of the revisions， 

“Tm unclear whether he's read 
the revised script” Plotkin told 
开 ast 玉 es “If he's referring to the 
1958 verison of the play，then 工 
agree: it's pretty racist. 

“If he”s referring to the revised 
Version, then TI don't agree with his 


criticism,” the producer stated. 
Pilotkin noted that in the amended 
Version，the most blatantly racist 
Jokes and songs have been 
eliminated，and that input from the 


: Cast, which is 9096 Asian American， 


has been encouraged. 

“Those who have read the 
Tevised version think it's all right,” 
Plotkin maintained. 


OUTDATED 
However，Gok insisted that the 
question ”of revisions 。 Was 


inconsequential.“Whether it's been 
TeVised or not，the whole concept 
behind -the play is outdated，The 
basic tenet of the play is outdated. 
“The kinds of images the play 
projects are no longertimely: they?re 
an anachronism. Forthe producerto 
produce the play and say that there 
have been changes to accomodate 


contempoary images of Asian 
Americans is， impossible,” he 
argued. 


“There are So few works with 
Asian American themes. When 
there is one, why does ithavetobe 40 
years out of date2”Gok lamented. 

He compared “revising” 严 /omwer

Capiz: “What changes could you 
possibly make to make it non- 
racist?” he demanded. 

Gok said that Paper Angels sent 
their protest in the hopes of 
increasing people's sensitivity to the 
distorted ”portrayals of Asian 
Americans， noting ， that other 
minority communities would not 
stand for the production of such a 


community 0f'SF?” sfie asKed 
INSTABILITY 
As an example of the instability 
thatis alreadybeing generatedbythe 
recall，Feinstein told the audience 
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Tacist play. 

“We wrote the letter because it's 
necessSary and it needs to be said. 
They've made a Fu Manchu movie 
recently and a Charlie Chan movie 
recentijy, andnowthis. Whatelse are 
they going to resurrect?,” asked 
Gok. “We need to _ counter these 
images of Asian Americans.” 加

A successful recall could also 
have a chilling effect on future 
mayors, who mightbe intimidated by 
extremist pressure groupSs.， “TIhe 
recall will produce a climate to 
discourage courage,”she predicted. 


“We won't have a mayor who will

“The mayor has to be able to say 
mo' 一 to espouse programs She 
believes in with courage,” she 
continued.

Feinstein maintained that this

“The recall is traditionally used

Scandal or corruption,， the mayor 
observed.

Butterfield spoke to a capacity SF 
crowdrecently abouthis experiences 
in China. His travels in that country 
also formed the basis for his book， 
CHzzaa:4d1zyezmtjeBiterSea.(E/AW 
8/11/82) 

Appearing before the guests and 
members of the SF Commonwealth 
Club, Butterfield essentially restated 
many of the questions which he had 
raised in his book， 

DEGREE 

JIncluded among those questions 
were the following: the degree to 
Which people have become equal 
under the communist government; 
the degree to which China is under 
police control; and the degree to 
which the country is revolutionary， 

While he prefaced the main 
Portion of his talk with thel caveat 
thatthere is “no one accurate picture 
of China because countries change 
over time,”he then went on to give 
his one-man account of the country， 

Citing the 24 separate grades in 
the central commtunist party, and the 
host of varying grades in a myriad of 
jobs，the author concluded that 
people were not equal in China. He 
stated that “there is a great 
disparity”between the top andthe 
bottom. 

Butterfield did， however， 
acknowledge that the “Chinese 
government had been able to 
eliminate much of the “brutal 
Poverty” that had plagued the 
country in times past.

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UC Library Receives 
First Archival Material

BERKRELEY 一 UC Berkeley's 
Asian American Studies library is 
TIeceiving its first archival material, a 
collection of Chinese American 
historical documents. The collection 
is being made available to the library 
through a long term loan 人 om the 
Chinese Historical Society. 

Included among the collection 
are books, Publications from church 
groups，， family and district 
asSociation records， Imicrofilmed 
newspapers and account books of 
former Chinatown businesses.“The 
materials will be available for public 
use, but they wom'tbe able to borrow 
anything， because Some of the 
materials are very rare,”explained 
Him Mark Lai of the Chinese 
Historical Society. 

It was Lai whom the university 
first approached about centralizing 
the collection at the Asian American 
Studies library，“The historical 
SoOciety didn't have the Space Or 
personnel to Sort out and properly 
use the materials,”Lai said. 

BULK 

-Thebulk ofthe collection is from 
the 1920:s，30'"s，'40's and ?50:s. 
Included is one ofthe most complete 
collections of Chinese-language 
newspapers,， older publications like 
the CHzizese 丈 orld and CNzi7zeye 
Pactc Jreekly to newer Asian 
American periodicals such as 
astJrestand Cidra.“Newspapers 
are ua Veryaarch Source of 
information,” said Lai. “IThey 8go 
further in .explaining Chinese 
participation in politics and the 
development of Chinese American 
SOCciety.” 

Most of the collection was 
donated to the historical society， 
while some was Purchased by Lai. 
When the CHzimese 玫 orid stopped 
publishing，the owner of the paper 
wanted to dispose of the stock: Lai 
and architect Phillip Choy spent over 
Six months going through material. 
“Lots of times valuable research 
materials are just thrown away. 
There's no emphasis， in the 
community on keeping_ historical 
documents,”Lai explained. “The 
collection is what's left of materials 
that haven't been thrown away.” 

PRIDE 

Lai，who has been researching 
Chinese American history for over 
13 years,，when asked what inspires 
him to do it，replied, “All ethnic 
groups should take Pride in their 
traditions and heritage， We're all 
Americans, but there is a particular 
heritage which we have.”

Which he has directed in the past. He 
nowshares thatpost with co-director 
Maurice Miller: 

“I have no bones about wanting 
to _enter private business,” Chan 
declared.“I don't want to dicker 
around.The more wemake,themore 
AND gets!” 

The director pointed out that the 
two entities have Separate boards of 
directors，articles of incorporation 
and books.

MISTAKES 

“We made our share of mistakes 
...but we learned. Our bidding got 
better; (and) our management 
improved. But,”maintained Chan， 
“our quality has always been good! 

AND-Enterprises Provides its 
customers with a wide range of 
Services, Said Chan.“Wedoadesign 
and building package because we 
have both a licensed architect and a 
licensed contractor.”With its staff， 
business provides the 


the actual construction， whether 
remodeling or new construction. 

He cited a few examples of the 
projects on which they are currently 
Working: a three-unit condo on 
Greenwich, a two-unit building next 
to their Vallejo Street offices，and 
some major remodeling jobs which 
include expansions outtothe back of 
ahouse, and a second-story addition 
to another. “We have quite a few 
contracts on the board,”Pproudly 
stated the`young architect:， 

Most of their business up to now 
has been through “word of mouth,” 
he Pointed out. “With design and 
architecture， referrals are the 
primary way (to get business). Not 
very many people look at the yellow 
pages to find someone,”1laughed 
Chan. “The business referrals 
come through friends and 
relatives.” 

COMPETITIVE 

Though the Enterprise's rates 
and quality are _ competitive with 
other similar businesses， Chan 


admitted that some people have had 
a hard time accepting this from a 
business which is so closely tied to a 
non-profit agency. 

“We have to buck an image 
problem. Some people think we 
throw youth traninees onto the 
Project and (Still) charge them (the 
customers) the same amount. AND 
(the non-profit organization) works 
with the youth trainees. OU 
company,” stressed the director， 
“has people with substantial amounts 
of experience.”Some members of 
the _ crew are graduates of AND 
programs,，howeveT. 

Though he emphasized that the 
business is not a “job creator,”Chan 
did acknowledge .the role the 
company can，and does，Pplay in 
making alinkbetweenbusiness andthe 
community.， “We “ have ， the 
opportunity to hire people，and in 
particular, people from our program 
and our community.” 

The tie with the community， 
however, has also brought on extra 
reSponsibilities which many other 
businesses may not feel as Strongly. 

ACCOUNTABLE 

“As a community organization， 
we are  ， accountable _ to the 
community. 工 he people know that 
we are not 3a fly-by-night 
organization that will leave the 
community,”Chan explained. 

“If we are not accountable, then 
wenot only hurt the clients, but also 
AND.

Gov't Grants Political 
Asylum to Chinas Hu Na 


WASHINGTON 一 Chinese 
tennis star Hu Na has been 
granted the political asylum she 
has Sought since defecting from a 
Santa _ Clara _ tennis tournament 
eight months ago. The decision by 
the INS evoked an immediate and 
harsh reaction from the Chinese 
Embassy in Washington. 

“The embassy of the People's 
Republic of China strongly pros 
tests against the US government S 
decision to _ grant asylum to Hu 
Na,”declared an embassy SPpokes- 
man.“The US government has no 
grounds Whatsoever to take this 
Course of action .” 

LOVING CARE 

The embassy noted that Hu Na 
had developed her tennis abilities 
“after years of education and lov- 
ing care in China”and asserted 
that “there Simply does not exist 
any question of political persecu- 
tion against her. 


“This is a grave incident, harm- 
ing the relations between the two 
counitries and will certainly affect 
bilateral exchanges, It is the US 
governiment alone which must be 
held fully responsible for the con- 
Sequences. 

Hu Na stated she was glad to 
hear of the decision.“I am Very 
happy and relieved to learn of to- 


day's decision,，she Said in a state- 
Iment released through her attor- 
neys.“It has been a difficult eight 
months while I have waited for 
this deeision .” 

Arthur Shanks, deputy director 
of the INS in SFE, told East/Jest 
that the decision was made becau- 
Se “the INS was convinced She 
had a well-founded fear of perse- 
cution 证 she returned to China.” 

PRESSURE 

He also told of political Pres- 
sure on Hu Na prior to her defec- 
tion to join the Communist Party 
and to attribute her tennis Skill to 
Communist ideology. Hu wished 
to avoid membership so as not to 
become involved in the fierce 
intra-party coniflicts she claims 
st 鹿 exists in China. 

Shanks added that the INS had 
difficulty deciding 让 such Pressure 
constituted actual political perse- 
cution.“In all Communist-domi- 
nated countries there is extreme 
opPpression and there's a fine line 
between oppression and perTSecU- 
tion,” the deputy director ex- 
plained .: 

“That's what took So long mp 
deciding her case: at first it seem- 
ed like simply oppression.”Bnut

Ng (26) was friends with the 
other two men previously charged 
in the incident which left 13 dead 
and one Seriously wounded. “Wit- 
nesses have placed Wai-Chiu Ng 
with Benjamin Ng (no Tielation) 
and Willie Mak on the night of the 
killings. They are known to have 
rendezvoused that night at a local 
bowling alley,”reported Kranda. 


NO-BALL 

The complaint issued last week 
against the third man includes 13 
counts of aggravated first degree 
murder im the Wah Mee Club slay- 
ings.“A no-bail arrest_ warranthas 
been issued with the complaint,” 
the prosecutor commended . 

Though the police now know 
Ng'Ss identity，they have not yet 
located him，admitted 天 randa， 
“His whereabouts have been un- 
known since the morning of the 
crime”He stated that police “be- 
lieve Ng left Seattle immediately 
after the crime,”Pprobably either 
for .Vancouyer : or for San 
Francisco.

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Asian Art Museum Prepares 
For Major Shanghai Show

SAN FRANCISCO In 
nearly two decades of operation, the 
Asian Art Museum and its Avery 
Brundage Collection atthe DeYoung 
Museum in Golden Gate Park have 
received international acclaim as 
being one ofthe leaders in exhibiting 
Asian Art, 

In 197$, the museum exhibited 
the first archeological finds to come 
out of the People's Republic of 
China.Ihe exhibition broke all 
existing world records for 
attendance. About 135,000 people 
from all over the world viewed the 
exhibit during the nine-week run 一 
an average of 50,000 visitors a day. 

ASTOUNDING 

While the rare objects were 

indeed the major attraction， it was 
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“Treasures 


the _ efforts of Rene-Yvon Lefebvre 
D'Argence 一 director and chief 
clrator of the Asian Art Museum 


Since its inception in 1966 一 andhis 


sta 任 which made the display ofthose 
objects an astounding SucceSS. 

And this year, it looks as 让 they 
are going to do it again. 

On May 4，the Asian Art 
Museum opens a monumental 
exhibition of Asian art entitled， 
from the Shanghai 
Museum: 6,000 Years of Chinese 
Art.” 

Two hundred thirty-two objects 
from the Shanghai Museum will be 
on display 一 covering 6,000 years， 
Simply stated， according to 
D'Argence，Itis something that has 
never been done before.” 

开 asWest talked with 
D2?Argence this week in an effort to 
learn more about the magnitude of 
this upcoming exhibition. “As a 
Testult of the success of the 1975 
exhibit,”explained DArgence,，“ 工 
was invited by the Chinese 
government to “examine .other 
archeological _ sites in China 一 
including the Shanghai Museum. 

“ 工 was terribly impressed 
because it is Such a great museum,” 
DArgence said of his visit.“It was 
Very coOmprehensive, had very good 
displays, and was well done all over. 
Naturally, they have a collection of 
100,000 pieces, so it is a very big 
collection as well.” 

SISTER CITY 

Accordingto the curator,nothing 
really developed from his visit in the 
line of an exchange with the 
Shanghai Museum_ until 1979， In 
that year，Shanghai became .San 
Francisco's Sister city. 

Shortly afterwards，the vice- 
mayor of Shanghai came to San 
Francisco to visit the _ City While 
here he also visited the Asian Art 
Museum., It was at this time that the 
jidea of an exchange Was first 
mentioned. 

“IT asked him (the vice-mayor) 
whetherhethoughtit mightbe agood 
idea for Shanghai to send us 3 
selection ”from the collection,” 


recalled DArgence，andImust Say 


that his immediate reSponse WaS 
Very positive. He thought it was 3 
Very good idea.” 

The positive response from 
Shanghai Museum o 包 cials and the 
ful support of San Erancisco 
administrators opened the channels 
of communication that made the 
“Treasures from the Shanghai 
Museum ”exhibit a reality， 


Aside from being the first 
exhibition in the United States to 
attempt to _ cover 0,000 years of 
Chinese Art History, the Shanghai 
exhibit will be filled with other 
historical“firsts.” 

EXCLUSIVELY 

For the first time ever in the 
history of Chinese Art exhibitions in 
the United States，the Shanghai 
exhibit will have selections made 
exclusively with an American 
audience in mind. 

All previoius exhibitions， 
according to DArgence， were 
originally selected by Japanese 
curators for a Japanese audience 一 
Who generally_ tend to be more 
familiar ”with ”Chinese at 
appreciation than Americans. 

Another “first”in the Shanghai 
exhibit is the display of original 
Chinese ，Ppaintings. 了 D':Argence 
explained that ”no ”previous 
exhibitions ever covered Chinese 
paintings，and that “all of the big 
masters from the Ming andthe Ching 
Dynasties”would be represented. 


The exhibit catalogue of the 
objects on display at the Asian Art 


Museum will also be an innovative 
“first”in itself.“For the first time,” 
Stated 了 JD':Argence, “we are 
going to have a Chinese approach to 
Chinese Art appreciation through 
this catalogue 一 and that in itself is 
an added  _ dimension to this 
exhibition.” 

The catalogue was developed 
and written by Shanghai Museum 
sta 作 “members， and was then 
translatedbythe Asian Art Museum 
staff. According to DArgence, the 
team workbetweentheShanghaiand 
the Asian Art Museum staffs is 
largely ”responsible for the 
manifestation of this project 一 
particularly in the selection process， 

“DREAM LIST” 

“Idrewup a "dream list fromthe 

various publications made by the 


-Shanghai Museum,” he explained， 


“of all the things that 工 would like to 
have, and that served as the basis of 
the selection process.” 

However, DArgence was quick 
to point out that it was not 8a 
unilateral selection Process， bnut 
ratherthe directresult ofajoint effort 
with Shanghai museum o 什 cials. 

“ 工 did not make al the 
Selections,” 了 DArgence Stressed.“ 工 
Submitted the list, and then took two 
trips to Shanghai，We Spent many 
hours looking at objects and 
exchanging ideas so thatthe ultimate 
Selection was the result of a dialogue 
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Workmen put up the sign 
between me and the staff of the 
museum of Shanghai.” 

“Because they know their 
selections much betterthan Ido,”he 
continued,“they made suggestions 
that easily overrode many of the 
selections that TI had made. So 工 
would say that their (Shanghai) 
observations were critical to this 
aspect of the exhibition.” 

PROUD 

When asked 诺 there were any 
items of special interest going to be 
displayed，D?*Argence responded 
that he was“proud of all of them,” 
did reveal that there were a few 
pieces that might have a Special 
appeal. 

One such item is a 400-year-old 
bronze water basin which actually 
spurts out water.“It looks like just 
another water basin,，”D'Argence 
explained,“but at the bottom are 
four decorative fish masks. 

“When water is put into the 


basin，and the handles are rubbed,， 


four fountains of water Spurt onut 一 
as 这 they are spurting from the 
mouths of the fsh masks 
themselves,”exclaimed the curator. 

Other Special attractions include 
a24-footlong procession of sixty-SiX 
tomb figurines, an assortment of rare 
ceramics, a large array of paintings， 
and a2;,000 year old“ magic mirror” 
which ”mystically reflects the 
decorative backside of its mirrored 
Surface. 

CHALLENGE 

“You realize that to try and 
jillustrate 6,000 years of culture 一 
really any culture， bnut a _ culture as 
diversified and as productive as the 
Chinese have been 一 iDR232pieces,. 
is quite a challenge, he pointed onut. 

“We had to concentrate on the 
major stages of development in 
Chinese Art: bronzes,laquers,jades， 
sculptures，paintingSs，and appblied 
arts,”he continued. 


DArgence explained that he . 


attempted to pick objects that 
explain aspects of Chinese art 
history as well asS pieces that 
wouldn't “normally be. seen. 
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announcing the Shanghai exhibit.

“Because the Shanghai collection is 
SO _ rich with 100,000 items,” he 
stated“in most cases we Were able 
to select pieces that were, atthe same 
time，representative of their times 
and also Very rare.” 

The Asian Art Museum staffis in 
charge of the Shanghai exhibit's 
entire United States tour，which 
includes shows- in Chicago，the 
Smithsonian Institute in Washington 
DC, and Houston. 

The total estimated cost for the 
San Francisco production. alone， 
according to DArgence, is set at$3 
million 一 a price that he regards as 
inexpensive due to the Shanghai 
Museums's refusal to charge anyfees. 

As the opening date nears， 
D':Argence and his staff are Working 
at 8a frantic pace in order to prepare 
for the exhibition. Organizational 
and operational tasks are being 
tended to, the exhibition cases are 
being prepared, and the staff awaits 
the arrival of the first few precious 
pieces of art. 

There is tension，as well as an 
incredible sense of excitement， 
around the Asian Art Museum these 
days， 

“If people want to

Mineta Offers Amendment 
To Increase Colonial Quota 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Congress- 
man Norm Mineta introduced a 
bil to inerease the immigrant 
quota for colonies and dependent 
areas， His bill appeared in the 
House of Representatives on 
March 16. 

The current quota sets an 
annual limit of 600 visas which 
allow individuals born in a colony 
to enter the US.

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Rev James Chuck Talks 
About Chinese Churches 


By PETER CHAU 

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The 
National Conference of Chinese 
Churches will be holding its tenth 
triennial meeting in Monterey this 
June. The week-long meeting will be 
a gathering for ， fellowship， 
inspiration and sharing centered on 
the theme “Forward Together in 
Mission: the Chinese Churches in 
1980"S.” 

Chair of the Conference，Rev. 
James Chuck，expects about two 
hundred participants，mostly from 
mainline denomination churches 
Such as the United Presbyterian 
Church，the Chinese Methodist 
Church，United Church of Christ， 
and the First Chinese Baptist 
Church in SFE, of which Chuck is the 
pastor. 


THRUST 
“The main thrust of the meeting 
be 


will talking about Chinese 


churches， their ”problems and 
future,”said Chuck.“We will be 
focusing on topics Such as the 
context of our mission and the 
bilingual/bicultural church. 

“In today's highly urbanized， 
pluralistic world, no one group can 
dictate or dominate over others, ”he 
asserted.“No group can (rightfully) 


claim to be an “umbrella 
organization.” The ”National 
Conference itself is not 3 


membership organization. It Simply 
brings people together in its triennial 
meetings to worship，explore and 
interact. 


Another group， the North 
America _ Congress of Chinese 
Evangelicals，will be holdings its 


fifth meeting at the same time in 
Chicago，Chuck believed that the 
two meetings held Simultaneously 
would not create much competition. 

“There are about 400 Chinese

churches in America. Neitherofus is 
going to reach more than a Small 


percentage of these 400 
congregations,” speculated the 
minister. 

， GROWTH 


The increasing Chinese popu- 
lation in this country has brought 
about a Similar growth in Chinese 
churches. In 19535， a study 
commissioned by the National 
Council of Churches showed only66 
Chinese churches in the US. The 
number has now grown Six-fold. 

“It is a good thing hat there are 
many churches around, ”opined Chuck. 
“Churches are like people:theyhave 
different personalities and 
emphases.Itis goodtohave diversity 
to meet the needs of different 
people,” 

The fux of immigrants from 
Hong 玫 onghas createdademand for 
more “churches ”with “ Chinese- 
sbeaking congregations. Many of 
these immigrants do not fit into the 
deeply American-acculturated 
churches. To make them feel more at 
home，many pastors from Hong 
玫 ong have formed new churches 
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Located on the watern at Eleven Embarcadero West. From Hwy 17, take the Oak 人 
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Which more closely duplicate the 
Hong Kong experience.， 

Many churches are created as 3 
result of divisions within existing 
ones.， The First Chinese Baptist 
Church experienced one Such Split in 
1978，when about 90 people who 
had been around for 10 to 15 years 
moved on to form their Own newW 


church. 
DIFFERENT 

“They started as aa small 
Chinese-speaking minority with a 
different style and approach. Their 
numbers grew, but at meetings they 
would still get outvoted， Ihey 
wanted a Hong 玉 ong style church 
with a pastor from Hong 天 ong, 
recalled Chuck.“So they formed a 
committee to Plan their own church. 

“We didn't expect this,” he 
admitted, “but it was done in a 
friendly manner. It's been five years 
now and they are doing well. They 
now have a couple hundred People 
Imeeting eveiy Sunday.” 

The minister noted that many 
Chinese churches began in a Similar 
Way. The Cornerstone Church split 
out of the Cumberland Church, and 
the Independent Baptist Church in 
downtown branched out to two new 
ones in Marin County andthe Sunset 
district， 

Chinese churches that provide 
English language Services are still im 
high demand， though. Chuck 
estimated that 9896 of all Chinese 
Christians go to Chinese churches 
rather than Caucasian oneSs. He felt 
that sociological and psychological 
factors probably play amajor role in 
their choice. 

HOME 

“Many Chinese feel more at 
home in Chinese churches,”Chuck 
conjectured， “They want their 
children to have the opportunity to 
grow up with other Chinese. Ihey 
feel that the Caucasian.environment 
may not be the best 让 there is a 
choice.” 

Speaking of himself， Chuck 
noted that although heis very deeply 
acculturated in the American 
mainstream,“I don't hang around 
with Caucasians, TI still hang around 
With Chinese.” 

The ， First Chinese。， Baptist 
Church now offers parallel programs 
for both English- and Chinese- 
speaking people.“Churches have to 
adapt to changing circumstances,” 
the pastor remarked.“Our church 
embhasizes English-speaking 
programs，but as long 3a8 were iD 
Chinatown， we will develop a 
Chinese program.” 

A price has to be paid for 
diversity.“ 开 we Specialize，we WwW 计 
grow faster,” 
“But many of our church members 
have Chinese-speaking parents, and 
Conversely，our Chinese-sSpeaking 
members will also have English- 
Speaking children. We like to 
maintain OUT capability of serving 
both groups. I someone knocks on 
our door, we wantto have Something 
for him.” 

DILEMMA 

Many Chinese churches are 
facing a similar bilingual dilemma， 
The problem will be a major 
discussion at the triennial meeting in 
June. Also, for the first time，the 
meeting will be carried out in three 
parallel tracks， in “English， 
Cantonese and Mandarin. 

Different churches are dealing 
with the problem in their own Ways， 
The United Presbyteian Church, for 
instance，has four to five pastors， 
giving services in English, Mandarin 
and Cantonese，There are Several 
congregations，but only one board 
controlling the church, As a result， 
the pastors have to work together as 
colleagues with more or less equal 
footing. 

At the First Chinese Baptist 
Church，Rev， Moses Chuk gives 
SerVvices in Chinese,butChuck is still 
in charge.“With two pastors,there is

always the possibility of splitting,” 


he pointed out.“The problem is to 
maintain Some Sense of unity and 
coherence in the church.” 

Churches with only one pastor 
may Stick to just one language, or an 
interpreter may translate for the 
pastor. The problem, however, is not 
Simply that of language，Chinese 


Americans born overseas usually do 


not relate well to those born here. 
Their different ways of thinking, and 


even economic backgrounds， 
compound the problem.

Many churches have to consider -

Child and convalescent care, youth 
programs, and marriage counselling 
groups are often part of a church's 
program. 

Many .of the more jliberal 
churches have also taken a flexible 


attitude to changing lifestyles and 


ways of thinking. Divorce，for 
example，was Previously frowned 


upon by Christian churches. Now 


major denominations are taking a 
more liberal stance. 

“We try to support Imarrisaeges, 
said Chuck. “But 让 something 
doesn't work out，nothing can be 
gained by insisting -on marriage. 
There are many things worse than a 
divorce.We usually ask people to 
considerthe alternatives, but we will 
Support them after they decide，he 
maintained . 

“We don't live in villages any 
more, ”he continued.“People are 
more mcuile now. Theirthinkinghas 
changed a lot To deal with such a 
large, diverse group, weneed amore 
humane and flexible attitude. 

“Chinese church life is very 
Vigorous and many churches_ are. 
growing. But the ones that SUrvVive 
are those that recognize thatnothing 
stands still，explained the minister. 
“Those that don't will soon be 
Surrounded by a Sea of people who 
don't know them.” 口

Peter Chacon 
Introduces Bills 
On Bilingual Ed. 


SACRAMENTO 一 Assembly- 
man Peter Chacon (D-San Diego) 
recently announced the introduction 
of legislation designed to encourage 
California"s _ university and college 
students to enterthe field ofbilingual 
education， 

“Because of the critical shortage 
ofbilingual teachers and the growing 
population of limited-English- 
Proficient students,，Tve introduced 
AB 1400 as an incentive forteaching 
majors to seek bilingual credentials 
and AB 1401 to better evaluate the 
need for the bilingual program,” 
Chacon said. 

“The Bilingual TIeacher 
Training Loan Assumption Program 
(AB 1400) will allow the State to 
buy back student loans incurred by 
bilingual teachers in exchange for 
each year of teaching in a bilingual 
classroom,” explained the 
lawmaker. 

The program would require a 3- 
year minimum period of service in 3 
bilingual classroom for participants 
to be eligible. Those failing to meet 
the prescribed service would be 
liable for all of their outstanding 
student loans， 

“The passage of AB 1400,，he 
continued,“will increase the number 
of bilingual-crosscultural teachers 
and provide financial incentives to 
individuals entering the field of 
bilingual education who would not 
be eligible for other sources of aid. 

“This measure addresses the 
critical shortage of trained bilingual 
teachers. The shortage of qualified 
bilingual teachers is the most serious 
problem facing this _ program, 
Chacon declared. 

AB 1401 requires the Student 
Aid Commission to expand its 
annual Bilingual Teacher Grant 
Report to the Legislature to include 
additional data on students seeking 
bilingual credentials. 

According to Chacon，“The 
BilinguaI Teacher Grant Report to 
the Legislature is the only statewide 
data 。 Source “Which provides 
information on the number of 
potential .bilingual teachers in the 
State. : 

“With a significant number of 
School-age children whose primary 
language is、7ol English， it is 
imperative that complete 
information be provided to the state 
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policymakers， So they can direct 
their _ attention to increasing the 
state”s Supply of bilingual teachers，

That form letter，addressed to 
Joseph Howerton of the Industiial 
and Social Branch of the Civil 
Archives 了 Division，re-surfaced at- 
the “wartime Telocation ”Public 
hearings in Los Angeles. A nonm= 
Japanese American was believed to 
be distributingthe form as ameans to 
file claims for financial redresS. 

While the JACL does not know 
who was circulating the form， 让 
recently learned that the Natioral 
Archives .is not using the form， 
which is no longer valid. 

John Tateishi，JACL Redress 
Director advised, “Any individual 
Who receives such a form in the mail 
should ignore it. 了 individuals are 
interested in -obtaining the dates of 
detention，they should contact the 
National Archives in Washington， 
DC for the revised form letter.” 

Tateishi added,，“The form being 
circulated now is misleading people 
to _ believe that compensation is 
immediate. Itis acruelhoaxinflicted 
on the community.” 

He further stated that there is mo 
reason to file any kind of form at this 
time_ unless, “individuals wish to 
have their internment dates for their 
own information. But this is neitheT 
being requested nor required by the 


government.”

Asked why a 
Sergeant is needed to head the 
program rather than a deputy Goo 
explained，“The program needs 
Someone with more power and 
authority when dealing with other 
agencies， Also， the Supervisor 
commands other o 人 cers，who are 
deputies. (With a sergeant in 
charge,) there is no question of who 
is in authority.” 

Sheriff Hennessey agreed.“As a 
Supervisor, Sergeant Goo can better 
effect the direction of San Francisco 
law enforcement as well as break
